3. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brandle et al 
(6,492,01). 

Brandle et al discloses a layer (3) that maybe CrN and another layer (5) that 
maybe TiAIN (see table after 1.2.3 sample Nos. 13-15). These two layers may 
overlap (5a) and include materials in both of the layers (column 5, lines 17-24) 
and thus brindle et al discloses the claimed invention.
